The National Bureau of Standards has determined 
through tests that as far as fatigue is concerned, 
wood, asphalt tile, rubber tile and linoleum have 
no more resilience than ceramic tile. The differ- 
ence between rubber heels and leather heels is 
more important to your comfort than the im- 
agined "softness” or resiliency of the floor.
